Name of Program: SANDY RELIEF HOME ACCESS PROGRAM

Purpose: This notice announces the availability of grant funding. The Division of
Disability Services seeks proposals to install vertical platform lifts for
homeowners or renters, who had damage to their homes from Superstorm
Sandy.

Amount of funding available: The Division of Disability Services is seeking to
serve individuals with disabilities whose primary residences were damaged from
Superstorm Sandy, with a total annualized grant amount of $2,600,000.

Organizations that may apply: In order to be eligible for consideration for this
Request for Proposal, an applicant must be a corporation duly registered to
conduct business within the State of New Jersey.

The applicant must demonstrate the ability to comply with all rules and
regulations for any DDS program element of service proposed by the applicant.
